keepe in Regiſter, the Deſcents and Achiuements of the Nobilitic and 
Gentric of this Kingdome, with their noble and worthy Ads, Marriages, 
Iſſues, and Armes , which 1s no caſte thing now to doe. And much more

harder it will be hereafter , if theſe buſie bodies {catchin by chance the 

imperfe& Notes of Herawlds deceaſed) ſhall bee ſuffered to publiſh in 
print their owne Inuentions , as true and infallible Verities, 
whercby in time to come , it will bee hard to diſtinguilh 
Light from Darkneſſe, and Truthtiom Fallhood, 
vnleſſe your Princely care and feeling 
hereof, cauſe a redrefle of 
the ſame.

;f h 40 boxe fiftie yeares practice, I hauc had inthu Profeſiion : During which 

} time, I haue omitted no coſt, nor oportunitie to underfland the truth of theſe 

: particulars I treat of. Neither haue I beene guiltie of ſo much enuying any 
Is Family, to falſifie ought, to the difhonour of it : nor found ſo much boantie in 
tin this Age, as (in any meaſure) toreward my long trauailes ; much leſſe , to bee 
hyred to inſert ought untrue, for the honoar of particular Houſes. And there- 
fore, as 11 reſpect of my long experience, and great paines, it ts not likely,that 
young Nonices can be eaſily able to diſproue me : $0, it ts not probable (nor ha- 
wing, nor needing a bribe from any man) that 1 would to no purpoſe, in this 
my 914 age, endanger my credit, and make vaine, all my labour, by leauing to 
Poſteritie a Catalogue of vntruthes. 
if you weigh from what wncertayne intelligences , many men doe now 4a- 
dayes, gather their Notes ; How much they take vp on truit to others credites; 
How frequently they are deceined in the Names, Beginnings, and Titles of 
Noble Families, becauſe they haue not alwayes Records to make good what they 
deliner : you would graunt that it were no ſtrange matter , for an ancient He- 
rauld, to.ſet forth thoſe things which may appeare vntrue to ſuch , as miſſe- 
cenſure all men, who affirme not , juft that , which their owne few papers in- 
forme them of. For my owne part, I haue reaſon to thinke my ſelfe aſwell fur- 
niſhed to performe this worke with as much exatineſſe as an other man; ha- 
ning gotten into my cuſtodie the collettions of moſt the principall Heraulds 
deceaſed before, and during my time (and without oftentation bee it ſpoken) 
hold my Librarie better furniſhed then the Office of Armes. And if I haue 
failed in ſome things (which « not impoſable in ſuch ataske as this) thoſe who 


will goe about to cenſure mee , ſhall faile in many more materiall points when- 
ſoener they undertake the like imployment.

and William Conquerour her Husband dyed at Roane , on Thurſday 
the eight of the Ides of September 1 08 7. the fiftic one of his Duke- 
domt of Normandie, the twentie one of his' Kingdome of E wn 6« 
LAND, andof his Agethe ſcuentic fourc, and was Buricd at Canc in 
Saint Stephens Churd,, which heebefore had built. This noble Con- 


querour , when hee firſt entred England , chanced ar his Landing to 
B ſticks 


FL, 
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"Ricke faſt in the Sands , whereupon one of his companic caught him by 
the Arme; ſaying, Stand vpmy Lord, and be of good cheare, tor you haue 
taken faſt footing in England ; and ſeeing him bring vp Sand and Earthin 
his hand, ſaid further , That he had taken Liveric and Seilin of the Coun- 
rrie. He had Iflue foure Sonnes, and ſixe Daughters. 


For the Authoric of the Armes of the Kings of England , from Willi- 


am Conquerors time, to King Richard the firſt, I find none of any cre- 
dite, but what hath beene vſed by traditions, that will I fer Cowne as I 


find them. 
William Conqueror (as itis ſaid) vſed the Armes of Rello the Dane, and 


firſt Duke of Normandic, which he beares as belonging to rhe Dukedome 
of Normandic; Gueulles, deux Lyans paſſant garaant, D'or. 


The Iſſue of W111.1AaM the (ongueror. 


obert, ſur-named Cerinoiſe ( which is Short Bootes) beeing Duke of 
Normandie , was taken Priſoner at Tenarchbray in Normandie, in 
the yeare 1106. and by commandement of King Henri his Brother, he had 
both his Eycs put our, and dyed 1n the Caſtle of Cardifle , in the yeare 
1134. when he had beene Priſoner there twentie eight yeares;and was Bu- 
ried at Gloceſter. He Married $:6:/, Siſter of William Earle of Conucrliana 
in Italy, by whom he had Iſſue, Wi//iam and Henri. : 
dard, ſecond Sonne of William Conqueror , was ſtiine in the New- 
Forreſt by a Stagge, and was Buried at Wincheſter. | 
1 i{liam the third Sonne, ſur-named Rufw of his Red haire, ſerued vn- 
der his Father, at the Battell of Gerberoth in Normandic , where hee was 
wounded. After being King, and Hunted in the New Forreſt the ſecond 
of Auguſt, Walter Tirrel{a French Knight, ſhot him with a Arrow, where- 
of he preſently dycd, inthe yearc 1100. hauing Reigned twelue yeares and 
elcuen Moneths, being fortic and three yeares old. | 

Henriethe fourth Sonne was borne at Selby in Yorkelhire 1 © 7 0. and 
ſur-named Beanclarke (or fine Scholler) was by his Father Knighred at 
Weſtminſter, in the yeare 1086. 

Cicely eldeſt Daughter , borne in Normandic , was Abbeſſe at Cane, 
where {hee dyed without Iſſue. 

Conſtancetheſecond Daughter, Married to Alan Earle of Britaine, ſur- 
named Fergant, dyed without Ifluc, and was buriedat Saint Edmondsbu- 
nem Suftolke. This is that Conſtance, which the honeſt-man Dolman, a- 
lias Parſons, ſetterh downe to hauec Iſſue, Conan le Groſſe,the ſecond Duke 
of Britaine, and Conan le Groſſe, to haue Iſſue Hoell,diſ-inherited by his Fa- 
ther;and Bertha Married to Exdo Farle of Porret. | 


Alicethe third Daughter, was Married to Stephen, Farle of Bloys in 


France, and had Iſſue, King Srephen and others; andafter profeſſed her 
ſelftea Nunne, at Marciquy in France, and was there buried.

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Ela, in her childhood was promiſed in Marriageto King Herauld 6f 
England, but herefuſed her , and Married another , by reafon whereof, 
ſhee died vnmarried without iſſue. 

Gundred the ft Daughter, Married William de Warren, a Noble man of 
Normandie, whom William Conqueror made Earle of Surrey, by whom 
ſhee had iſſue, Willi/amthe ſecond Earle Warren and Surrey , anddied in 
childe-bed, at Caſtle-Acre in Norfolke, and was buried at Lewis in Suſl- 
{cx, IcS5. , 

- mnt the fixt Daughter, promiſed to Alphonſis King of. Gallicia 
in Spaine, and dicd without iflue. AY 


William Pexerell, baſe ſonne of William Conqueror, was Lord of Ngt- 
tingham, and had iſſue, a ſonne alſo called William. 


King WiLLIAM Ryxrvs, 


111jazn Rouſe or Rufus, ſurnamed of 
V \ his red haire, the third Sonne of 
Villa; Conqueror. This William 


ſcrued vnder his Facher at the bartaile of Gerbe- 
rothin Normandy, where he was wounded : He 
began his Reigne of King of England, the ninth 
day of September,in the yeare of our Lord, 1c87. 
and was crowned at VVeſtminſter, by Lanfranke 
Archbiſhoppe of Canterbury, the firſt day of 
OQober. It happenedthar {( as he was hunting 
in the New Forreſt ) he was informed, that the 
French-men had ſtrongly beſieged the Citic of 
Conſtancia in Normandy, whereupon (leauing 
his ſports) with greatexpedition hepoſted ro the 
ſea, without any preparation for ſuch a tourney, 
 andcommin ff 2h ar a Barke, comman- 
ding the Maryners to weigh their /pe. Jv and to hoyſe their ſayles; bur 
the violence of aſtorme being great, they refuſed todoe the ſame, where- 
z at the King was much offended, ſaying, that _y neuer heard thata King 
p was drowned by tempeſt of winds,and ſo forced them to go for wards. He 
; was red coloured, his hayre ſomewhar yellow, his eyes not oneltkeano- 
ther ; of meane ſtature, ſomewhat big bellied , he was very variable, in- 
conſtant, couetous and cruell ; he ouer-burdened his Subicts with vn- 
reaſonable taxes, pilled the rich, and oppreſſed the poore. And beeng a 
hunting inthe New Forreſt, the firſt day of Auguſt, inthe yeare 1100. 
Sir Walter Terrell a French Knight, ſhooting at a Deere vnawares, ſmore 
him in the breaſt,thathe {ell downe ſtarke dead, and neuer ſpake word. 
His body being conuayed to Wincheſter, was there buried in the 43 Toy

ning was called Bearclarke; he was brought vpin 
the ſtudy ofthe liberall Arts at Cambridge , vn- 
der Henry N ary Earle of Warwicke. Hee 
began his Reigne the firſt of Auguit, and was 
crowned at Weltminſter, by 4/aurice Bilhop of 
London, ( 4»{-{»:« Bilhop of Canterbury becing 
thenin exile) the fift of Augult 11co. Hee was 
ſtrong and mightic of body, high of ſtature, ami- 
able of countenance, blacke haired , faire eyes, 
broad breaſted, well in fle(h, tull of merry con- 
ceits, excellent in wit, eloquent in ſpeech, and 
fortunatein batcaile: and for theſe, he had three 
notable vices, couctouſneſle, cruelty, andletche- 
ry. In his time it was a cuſtome, that Bookes, Bills, and Letters, ſhould 
be drawne and ſigned for Petitioners in the Court, concerning their own 
matters,withour fee paying,at which ime Thurſton le Diſpencer the Kings 
Steward, cxhibitcd his complaint to the King againſt Adam of Yarmouth 
Clarke of the Signet, for thar he refuſed to {1gne his Bill without fee. The 
King cxamining the cauſe, the Clarke was heard firſt, and confeſſed, that 
when he recciued the Booke, he ſent vnto the ſaid Steward, deſiring him 
onely to beſtowe of him two ſpice-cakes,made for the Kings own mouth, 
who anſwered, hc would nor, and thereupon he denied to feale his Book: 
The King greatly blamed the Steward for his deniall, and made Adam to 
{it downevpon the bench with the Seale, and 7 hurfons booke, and com- 
manded his Steward to pur off his cloake, and to fetch two of the beſt 
ſpice-cakes for the Kings owne mouth, in a faire white napkyn, and 
with a curtelicto preſent them to A4dam the Clarke, which done, the 
King commaunded Agar to ſealc and deliuer the Booke, adding this 
{peach; Officers of the Court muſt gratifie, andſlew a cait of their Office, not 
onely owe 10 43 other, but alſoto all ſtrangers, whenſoeuer they ſhall require. 
Hee married two wiues, the firſt was Hanld, daughter of Malcolme Can- 
moir, King of Scotland, (otherwiſe Malcolme with the great head) ſhee 
was married to him at London, inthe yeare 1100. andlived with him 17. 
yeares, and diedin May, inthe yearc 1118. and was buried at S. Peters 
Church art Weſtminſter, leauing iſſue one ſonne anda daughter; thee built 
a houſe for leapers neere London, called S. Gyles in the field.

His ſecond wife was Adelicia, daughter of Godfrey, firſt Duke of Lo- 


vaine, and ſiſter of another Godfrey, and 7ocelyn of Louaine: Shee was 
married the 29. of January, t 121. and continued his wife fifteene yeares; 


but had no iſſue by him. 'Shee was after married>to Williem de Albeney 
Earle of Arundell, by whom ſhe had iſſue, Wiliam the ſecond Earle of A- 
rundell, Godfrey, and 7oame married to 10hn Earle of Angi. This' Henrie 
died of a ſuferat Denniſes,in the Forreſt of Lions in Normandy, the firſt 
day of December, in the yeare 1135. becingabout 67. yeares 01d, hauing 
reigned King 35. yeares and foure Moneths. 

In this Henry, ended the linc of the heyres male of the Notman Kings, 
having reigned heere 69. yearcs, after whom came the French, by marry- 
ing the heyre generall. Les armoiries de ſon pere. 


T he Iſſue of King Ha nn1z thefirſt, 
VV fem , Sonne of King Hemrie and Queens Mauld his fiſt wife, 


was borne jn the year 1102.and being fourteene yeeres/alde;the 
Nobilitic did him homage, and three yeares after, he'married May, the 
daughter of Foxlke Earle of Aniou ; and the fame yeare was made Duke 
of Normandy , for which he did homage to King Lewy the Groſle of 
France, and after was drowned, comming out of Normandy into Eng- 


land, the 26. of Noucmber, 1129. becing then cightecncycares of age, 
leauing no iſſue of his bodie. , 
auld, the onely Daughter of King Henry the firſt, by Mauld his firſt 
wife, was bornethe fourth yeare of her Fathers Reigne, and was marricd 
to the Emperour Hepry the fourth, for his ſecond wife, beeing but ſcaucn 
yeares olde ather cſpouſing, andremarried and:crowned ar eleuch, at 
Mentz in Germany, in the yeare 1114. with whom(ſhe continued twelue 
yeares, and out-liued him, but had noiſſue by him. Afecr ſhe married Gef- 
ferie Plantaginet, Earle of Aniou ſonne of Foulke king of Teruſaltm, in rhe 
yeare 1127. and hadiſſue, Henry after King of England; Geffery, Earle of 
Nantes in Britaine; and Wiliam, Earle of Poytou : Shee was his wife 23« 
youre anda widdow 17. yeares, and after dyed in Roan, 1167. and was 


uried at Bec Abbey in Normandy. 
T he Iſſue of Kine He w x1 n the firſt, by bis 


Concubines. 


Re bert (of ſome Writers called the Conſul of Gloceſter) baſe ſonne of 

King Henry the firſt, begotten of Neft, the daughter of Rice ap T euder, 
the great Prince of Sourh Wales, who was after marricd to Girald de 
Mindſore Conſtable of the Caſtle of Penbroke. This Robert maried Mabel, 
daughter of Robert Fitz-Hamend, Lord of Glamorgan, by whom hee had 
iſſue, Y7illiam Farle of Gloceſter, and others, as in the Title of Earles of 
Gloceſter is more atlarge.

the Empreſle, and to ſtir vp the Nobilitic of the 
Realme againſt the ſaide Marla, proteſting, that 
it was baſcneſle for ſo many great Pecres to bee 
ſubict vntoa woman. And further to helpe for- 
ward this miſchicuous plot, (another ofthe ſame 
brood ) Roger Biſhop of Salisburie, thelate Kings Treaſurer, proteſted, 
that the Nobilitic were free from the Oath they had before made ro 
Mauldthe Empreſle, by reaſon that ſhee had married Geffery Plantagimer, 
without their priuitic and conſent, (as though free Princes could nor 
marric without the conſent of their Subics) which falſe inſtigations of 
theſe wicked Bilhops, made the Nobilitic to forſieare themſclues , in 
ſwearing fealtie vnto King Stephen an Vſurper.

He knighted Malzome King of the 
Scots at Turwyn in France, for his good ſcruice at Tholouze,in the yeare 
1159. with theſe words; Soyes bon Chevalier d'ereſenauant au nom de Dieu: 
Be from hence-forth a good Knight, inthe name of God. Hee married 


Elianor, daughter and ſole heyre of William Duke of Aquitaine, Earle of 


Poi&ers and Tholouze, the tift of that name, (begotten of the daughter 
of Raymond , Farle of Tholouze. ) This Elianors Title, was the chicfe 
cauſe of thoſe bloody warres betwixt England and France yea, and the 
Bellowes that blew that vnnaturall diſcord, betwixt the Father and his 
Sonnes. Shee ouer-liucd her Husband, and did ſce three of her Sonnes to 
be Kings; and diced the third of the Kalends of Aprill, 1204, Tis Heprie 
died the ſixt day of Tuly, 1 189. in the (txtic one yeare of his age, when he 
had reigned thirty foure yeares, nine moneths, and two dayes, and was 
buried at Founteuerald, in the Dntchy of Alanſon, neere to the Towne 
of the Egle.

VV Illiam eldeſt Sonne, bornein the yeare, 1152. to whomthe No- 
bility (ware fealty at the Caſtle of Wallingford in Berk(hire; he 
dicdinthe yeare 1156. becing bur fiue yeares olde, and was buricd at Rea- 
ding, by his great Grandfather, Henriethe firſt. 

Henry the ſecond Sonne, after the death of William his Brother , was 
Duke of Normandy, Earle of Aniouand Mayne, and was crowned King 
in thelife time of his Father, the fifteenth of Tune ;. 1170. His wife was 
Margaret, daughter of Lews the younger, King of France, and was mar- 
riedat Newburghin Normandy, 160. and the was after crowned Queen 
at Wincheſter, 1163. He dicd at Marcell in Touraine, the cleuenth of 
lune, 1182. and was buried at Roan. 

Richard the third Sonne, was borne at Oxford, 1157. and was ſur-na- 
med of the French Cuer-de-Lyon. He was firſt created Earle of PoyRou, 
and had the whole Dutchy of Aquitaine, for which he did his homage to 
King Lews the younger of France, 1 170. After hefellat variance with his 
Farher, and maintaincd wars againſt him: but he was afterwards reconci- 
ledinto his Fathers louc againe, and ſucceeded himin his Kingdome. 

Geffrey the fourth Sonne, borne the fift yearc of his Fathers reigne: 
married Conſtance, daughter and heyre of Conan Duke of Britaine, and did 
his homage for the ſame to his brother Henry, and died ar Paris, 2435. the 


ninetcenth 
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nineteenth of Auguſt, and was buried in our Lady Church there, having 
iſſue, 4rthur Duke of Britaine, borne after his Fathers death;and a daugh- 
ter named Elianor, which diedin priſon, in King Henry the thirds time. 
This Conſtance was alſo married to Rawaell Earle of Cheſter. 

Philip the fift Sonne, was borne in the fifteenth yeare of his Fathers 
Reigne, and dicd young, and was buricd in $, Pauls Churchin Lon- 
don.

Saint Blaſe at Brunſwicke, leauing flue, 0140 Emperour, Henrie Duke of 
Saxonic, and William, and tDaughter named Eltanor. 

Elianor ſecond Daughter, borne at Roane, 1 1 6 2. Married «£/fonſi 
the ninth ofthat name, King of Caſtile in Spaine, and had Iſſue, Sanche-

Blanch Queene of France , Wife to Lews the cight, and Mother of Saint 
Lewis, Berengar Married vnto Alphonſu King of Leon, Yrraca Queene 
of Portingall, and E/;ansr Wife to King lames King of Arragon.

ry the ſecond, was borne at Oxford, 

in the yeare 1157. who for his invincible 
valour & haughty courage was ſur-named Cuer- 
de-Lyon, or the Lyons Heart; and did beare on 
his Sheild or Targe for his Armes, a Lyon ram- 
pant, which was the firſt Armes that ener I haue 
ſeene borne by any in England, He began his 
Reigne ouer England, the ſixt day of Tuly,in the 
yeare of our Lord, 1129. being thirty fiue yeeres 
o!de. And vpon theſolemnizing ofthis Fathers 
Funerals , he wentto the City of Roan, where, 
on the twentieth of Tuly after, hz was proclai- 
med Duke of Normandy. In the beginning of 
his reigne, Pope Innocent ſolicited him with ma- 


ny ſtrong perſwalions , and promiſes of his bleſ(- 
ſings, to wage watrrein his owne Perſon againſt 
the Turkes in the holy- Land ; and toattempt the winning of Ierufalem 


from the Infidels; which journey he vndertooke, becauſe Fredericke the 
Emperour, and P+1ilip theſecond of France, and Leopoldus then Arch- 
Duke of Auſtria, and others had engaged themi[elues, ro further thoſe at- 
tempts, that their generall mecting {hor 1d be in Sicilia : and thar ſuch 
wealth and booty as God and good fortune ſhould make them owners of, 
{ſhould becqua!ly [hared and diuided amongſt them and theirs. King R;- 
chard tolupply his wants; and to furnilh himſclfe with money,he ſold the 
Caſtles of Barwicke and Rokesbrough to the King of Scots, for ten thou- 
{ſand pounds;and the Lordlhip and Earledome of Durham,vnto Huzhthe. 
proud Bithop of that See, for a great ſumme of money. He alſo enriched. 
himlcite by the ſale of ſundry Honours, Lordlhips, Mannors, Offices, 
Priuiledges, Royalties, and other things; proteſting, that (tor the per- 
fo: mance of {o great and honourablea ſeruice) hee was not vnwillingto 
ſell his Cirie of London, ifany wereableto buy it, rather then he would 
be chargeable vato others. His tourney beeing performed, and hee pro- 
claimed King of [crufalem, and had the poſleſhon thereof, and after ma- 
king his returne for England; was in danger of ſhipwracke, where he ſaued 
tis life by {wimming, neere vnto Hiſtria, which lieth betweene Aquileia 
and Venice. And comming to the Territories of Leopold in Auſtria, hee 
was by him taken priſoner, and ſold to the Emperour Henry the ſixt, for 


 three- 
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threeſcore thouſand Markes; which Emperour aſſeſſed him to pay for his 
ranſome, one hundred thouſand pounds; for which, ſecuritiebeing ginen; 
he was ſeratlibertie. He was firit contrated in marriage to Alice, Daugh- 
ter of Lew the ſeuenth King of France, bur with her be neuer kept com- 
panie, nor hadany iſſue. by | 

His ſecond wife was Berengaria, daughter of Sanchesthe fourth, King 
| of Navarre, who married him at Cyprus, and accompanied him to rhe 
holy Land, bur by her had no iſſue. He was flaine by Bertram de Gurdonn, 
wich the ſhot out of a Croſlebow, ata Caſtle of the Viſcount of Limoges, 
called Chalons, which wounding him in the ſhoulder, the Surgeons ha. 
uing drawneout the wood of the Arrow , and not the envenomed yron' 
forke ; mangled the Arme with cruell inciftons,that the paines thereof ha- 
ſtened his death, when he had reigned almoſt nine yeeres.” He was buri- 
edat Fountcuerard in France at his Fathers feere, the ſixt of Aprill, in the 
yeare 1199. without any lawfull ſue.

could, to catch and haue them as their owne. = | 

King Edward being returned out of Wales, diucrſe complaints were 
preſented vnto him,againſt diuers of his Iuſtices, namely,Sir 7 h0»:45 Wey- 
land, Lord Cheife-Juſtice ofthe Kings Bench, _Adam Stretton , William 
Brgmpton, Roger Leiceſter, and 1ohn Luneth, all Tuſtices of the ſaid Bench, 
with Robert Lithbury, Maſter of the Rolles: Sir Thomas Weyland, by a 
Queſt of twelue men was found guilty , acceſſarytor a murder, forrelce- 
uing the murderer after the deed done : For whichhe tooke SanQuary in 
the Church of the Friars Minors at $. Edmonds-bury : from whence he 
was had,and brought and delivered to Sir Robert Maller Knight,who ſent 
him to the Tower of London, and after baniſhed the Land , and al! 
his goods confiſcated to the Kings vic. William Brampton, Roger Leice- 
fer, lohn Luneth, and Richard Lithbury before named, being accuſed of 
wrongfull iudgements, and other fowle miſ-demeanors , were delivered 
out of the Tower of London, by paying each of them athouſand Markes 
fine: and Salomonde Rogeſter, T homas de Sudington, Richard de Boiland, 
and Walter de Hopton, Tutlices that rode the circuites, were charged with 
the likegffences, and were puniſhed accordingly.Sir Raphe de Hinztham, 1 
Tuſtice of great account, and who had the managing of the whole affaires 
of the Realme, was charged with many notorious abuſes, and purchaſed 
his peace with a great ſumme of money. CAdam de Stretten, Lord Cheite- 
Baron of the Exchequer, a man of gteat poſlefhons, loſt all his liuings,and 
thirty foure thouſand Markes in readie money; and yet it was thought he 
had great fauour, in that hee loſt nothis life. Inthis Kings time, the 
Clergy of England pretended a diſcharge, by a Canon then larely made 
at the Councell held at Lyons in France, and denied to contribute any 
thing to the temporall neceſhties of King Edward, who in Parliament re- 
plyed, ſaying, It you refuſe ro helpe mein my neceſhries, I will alſorefuſe 
hedpe you: forif you deny to pay tribute to me as your King, I will re- 
fuſe toprote& you as my Subiects; and therfore if you be ſpoyled,robbed, 
maimed, and murthered, ſecke for no ſuccour orgetence of me nor mine. 

King Edward married two wiucs,and had iſſue by them both. Queene 
Elianor his firſt Wife, was lifter. of A/phonſas King of Caſtile, and daugh- 
ter of Ferdimando the third : Shee was married rohimart Bures in Spaine, 
1254-and was crowned with him, and lived with him thirty ſixe yeares, 
and died ar Herdeby 1n Lincolnſhire, the rwentie ninth of Nouember, 
1290. and was buried at Weſtminſter,and at eucry place where ſhe reſted, 
comming from Herdeby, he ere&cd a Crofle. 

CHargaret his ſecond Wife, was ſiſter of Philip the faire King of 
France, and eldeſt daughter of Philip rhe Hardic, ſonne of S. Lew; thee 
was married vnto him at Canterbury , the cighrt of September, 1299. 
Shee ouerlived King Edward, and remained a Widdow tenne yeares af- 
ter, and died rhetenth of Edwardthe ſecond, 1 317. and was buried inthe 


Gray-Friars in London, before the high Altar in the Quier, which before 
thee had built, 
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King Edwarddicdat Burgh vpon the Sands, in the yeate 1307: theſed- 
venth of July, when he had reigned thirtie foure yeares, ſeaucn moneths, 
and odde dayes, being ſixtic eight yeares olde; and was buried ar Velt- 
minſter; vnto which Church he had giuen a hundred poundlandayeare.

E Dogg Crd , w named of the 
place of his birth, n wu, an 1 
ſeauenth day of rk 1307. and-otr.the 
twenty fourth day of February. after, he with his 
Queene /1ſabell, were crowned at Weſtminſter, 
by Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter. | Hee cauſed 
VY alter de Langton, Biſhop of Coucntry and 
Lichfield, and Lord Treaſurer of England, to be 
arreſted by Sir 1ohn Felton, Conſtable of the 
Tower of London, and ſent ro Wallingford, 
there to be kept priſoner, and his goods to bee 
confiſcate, and giuen to Peres of Ganeſton;which 
Pieres being before baniſhed England by the ſaid 
Bilhops meanes, was now ſent for-and recciued 
againc into molt high fauour,and made Earle of 
Cornwall, his principall Secretaric, and Lord 
Chamberlaine. By whoſe company and ſociety, 
he was ſodainly corrupted; whereby he negle ted and difdained the good 
counlell and company of his Nobility, giuing himſclfe ro wantonnes,pal- 
ſing his time in voluptuous pleaſure, and riotous exceſſe. And to helpe 
this matter forward, Preres furniſhed rhe Court with Teſters, Ruffians, 
Aattering paraſites, and other vile and naughtic rybalds, that the Kin 
might ſpend both dayes and nights in ictting, playing, banquetting, acl 
other ſuch diſhonourable exerciſes. And to aduance thoſe like vnto him- 
ſclfe,he procured for them honourable Othces and tl mmqrpur3a which 
greatly encreaſed the hatred of the Nobility, and the more, inregard of 
his high and haughty cariage of himſelfe. Becing now advanced to ho- 
nour, be would not once yeeldan inch to any; which procured himgrear 
enuy amongſt the cheifelt Peeres of the Realme : are Henry Lacy, 
Earle of Lincolne; Guy, Earle of Warwicke;and Almerick de Valence, Earle 
of Penbroke, the Earle of Arundell, and others; who vpon ſuch wrath 
and diſpleaſure as they had conceiued againſt him, thought it not mect to 
ſuffer the ſame any longer; in hope that the Kings minde might haply be 
altered to better far the corrupter thereof were once baniſhed from 
him. 

Hereupon they aſſembled together in a Parliament time, atthe Newe 
Templein London, and there agreed, that the ſaid Peres ſhould depart, Sr 
be baniſhed the Realme againe the ſecond time; & not to returne againe at 
any time after. To this the King ( bur fore againſt his will ) agreed, and 
made his Letters Patents tothe ſaid Lords, to witnefle the ſame : and the 

C 4 Arch- 
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Archbiſhop of Canterburic did pronounce the ſaid Pieres accurſed, if hee _ 
carried any longer then the time appointed him,andilikewiſe all rhoſe thar 
ſhould aide, helpe, or maintaine lum. Whercupon Peres was conſtrained 
to ſhip himſelfe ar Briſtow for Ireland,thoughtfore againſt the Kings will, 
threatning the Lords:to be reuenged. Burt notlong' after, Pzeres returned 
againe into England, and came to the Kingat Yorke; at whoſe comming 
the'King/greatly reioyced; and lying in the Biſhops Pallace, cauſed Preres 
to be lodged in the Caſtle, not farre from, him. 9s IP 
'Notlong after,the King was willing(for his recteation Noa. the Sea, 
leauing Pheres of Gaueſton at Yorke. The Barrons parſued Gaueſton, who 
fledde to Scarborough, where the Barrons tooke him,and carried him to 
aplacecalled Blacklow, and there the ninthof Tune, caufed his head to be 
ſtricken off. Afterwards, the young Prince, the Queene and Nobilirie, 
finding fault with the two Spencers ( Hugh the Father, and Hugh the Son, 
for miſleading and abuſing the King and State,in like manner asGaueſton 
had done) cauſed them likewiſe to be taken and put to death, withoutany 
triall or anſwer. Whichdone, the Queen with her Son and the Nobility, 
called a Parliament, wherin King Edward was iudged not worthy to beare 
or weare the Crowne;bur(for diucrs cauſes) was to be depoſcd,and Prince 
Edward his Sonne, to be choſen in his place. This being agreed on, King 
Edward becing all this while priſoner in Kenilworth Caſtle , was taken 
and carried from thence by night, to Corffe Caſtle, and from thence to 
Barkeley Caſtle, where he was moſt cruelly murdered, by Thomas Gorney, 
and /ohn Maltreuers, and others his keepers. He was depoſed the twentie | 
fiue of Ianuarie, 1326. when he had reigned almoſt twenty yeares, and 
was murthered the twentic oneof September, 1327. and his body was 
buricd at Gloceſter. 

He married 1/abe//, Daughter of Pkilljp ſurnamed the Faire, King of 
France, and of /ane his wife, daughter of Henrie King of Nauarre, and 
Blanch his wife daughter of Robert Earle of Arthoys, this 1/abell was ſiſter 
and heyre of her three Brothers, Lodowike Hutin, Philip the Long, and 
Charlesthe Fayre.

In the ycere 1339. King Edward going to make his claime to the King- 
dome of France, ( praycd aide of the Flemings , who before had ſworne, 
and bound themſclues in a bond of a million of gold in the Popes Cham- 
ber, thatthey ſhould alwaies helpe the King of France, and fight vnder. 
his Enſigne) for releaſe whereof, King Edward, by the perſwalton of 7a- 
ques d' Artuell of Gaunt,did quarter the Armes of France withthe Armes 
of England, and proclaimed himſelfe King of France. By which a&, the 
Flemings held rhemſclues diſcharged of their band and oath. ' After, 
Charles the ſixt French King of that Name , enuying greatly, that rhe 
Kings of England ſhould beare the Armes of France, ( which was ſerie 
de luces ) changed the ſame vnto three De laces ; of which thing , King 
Henrie the fift of England tooke example and barethe like. By reafon 
whereof, the Kings of France, haue cuer {ince ceaſed ro make any further 
change of their Armes, In the yeere, 1360. the foure and thirtieth of this 
Kings Reigne, /ohnKing of France was deliucred from being priſoner 
here in England,and payd for his ranſome, three millions of Florence or 
Scutes, cuery two, to be worth a Noble Engliſh. 

He married Philip, daughter of William Earlc of Henault and Holland, 
and ſiſters daughter of Fee of Valois, King of France afore mentioned. 
This marriage was at Yorke, the foure and twentieth of Tanuarie, and 
the wascrownedat Weſtminſter,the hrſt ſunday in Lentfollowing,1327. 
Shee was his wife two and fortie yeeres , and dicd thefifteenth of Auguſt, 
I 39. and was buried at Weſtminſter, King Edward her huſband, died ar 
Sheene, now called Richmond , the one and twenticth of Tune, 1377. 
after hee had liued fixtie fiue yeeres, and reigned fiftic yeeres, foure 
moneths , and rwentic eight dayes.

T homas the youngeſt ſonne, ſur-named of Woodſtocke (where he was 
bortic) was by King Richard the ſecond , firſt' created Earle of Bucking- 
ham, and after Duke of Gloceſter, as in thoſe Titles is more at large. 

1ſabell, eldeſt daughter ofKing Edward the third, was borne at Wood- 
ſtocke, 1332. and was marriedat VWindlore to 1ngelram de Gniſnes, Lord 
of Coucy, Fae of Soylons, and Duke of Auſtria, whom King Zdward 
her Father, made Earle of Bedford, by whom ſhee had iſſue two daugh- 
tcrs, Mary, marricd to Henry of Barre, and Philip, Wife to Robert Yere 
Earle of Oxford, Duke of Irclaud, and Marqueſſ: of Dublyn, who after 
forſooke her, and martied one Zancerona, a Ioyners daughter , who came 
into England with Queene _ out of Bohemia.

T he Iſſue of King He x x 12 the fourth, 
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FA eldeſt ſorine, was created Pririce of Wales, Duke of Cornwall, 
'®2nd Earle of Cheſter, in the firſt yeare of his Fathers Reigne. This 
Henrie, in the time of his Fathers bamulhnient, was ſentjnto Ircland ; and 
vpon hearing of his Fathers arivall into England, King Richardcanſed 
him to be impriſoned with Hamfrey,ſonne and heire of Thomas of Wood- 
ſtocke, in the Caſtle of Trime in Ireland ; butinthe firſt yeare of King 
Henriethe fourth, they were both deliuered, and comming into England, 
Humfrey dicd of the plague at Cheſter. 

Thomas ſecond ſonne, was created Duke of Clarence, inthe eleuenth 
yeare of King Henry the fourth, and in the cight yeare of King Henry the 
fift, he was made Lieutenant Generall of Franceand Normandy; and (in 
the yeare after ) was ſlaincat Bangy-Bridge in France, by the Duke of Or- 
liance. He married Margarer,daughter of Thomas Holland Earle of -_ 
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and Widdow of 1ohn Beaufort Earle of Somerſer;as is more at large in the 
Title of the Dukes and Earles of Clarence. 

John third ſonne , was made Duke of Bedford, the eleventh yeare of 
King Henry the fourth his F ather; and in the hift yeare of Hezric the fift 
his brother, he was by Parliament made Regent of England, and Head of 
the Publike Wealth. He knighted King Herrie thefixt his Nephew, at a 
Parliament held ar Leiceſter,in the fourth yeere of his Reigne. And inthe 
firſt yeare ofthe ſaid King Henrze the ſixt, beeing made Regent of France, 
Charles King of France dying : the moſt part of France was deliuered to 
him by the Nobllitie there, to the vice of King Henrte the ſixt. His marri- 
ages anddeathis more at largein the Title of Bedford. 

Humficy, fourth ſonne of King Henry the fourth, was by his brother 
King Henriethe fift, made Duke of Gloceſterzand in the firſt yeare of Hex- 
riethe fixt, he was made Proteor of the Kingdome of England , for ht- 
teene yeares, during the ſaid Kings minority; and was ſtiled, umfrey, by 
the grace of God, Sonne, Brother, and Vnckle to Kings, Duke of Gloceſier, He- 
nault, Holland, Zeland, and Penbroke, Lord of Frizelanad, great Chamber- 
laine of Enzland, Proteftor and Defender of the Kingdome and Church of 
Enzland. He had two Wiues. 

His firſt Wife was 14quer, daughter and heire of William, Duke of Ba- 
uaria, and Earle of Holland, who was before betrothed to 19hn Duke of 
_ and was therefore after diuorced from this Humfrey without 
iflue. 

His ſecond Wife was Eianor, daughter of Reginald, Lord Cobham of 
Sterburghin Surrey, who for witchcraft and poyſonings,was much defa - 
med. Queene Margaret, Wife to King Henry theſixt, enuycd greatly his 
eſtate and gonernment, and prattiſed with others, his ouerthrow and de- 
ſtruction; for after hewas found murdered in his bed, at Bury in Suffolke, 
and was after buried at S. Albons in Hertfordlhire, 

Blanch eldeſt daughter, was married at Collen, to William Duke of Ba- 
uaria, ſonne and hare of Lews of Bauaria. After ſhe married the King of 
Arragon: and vhirdly [hee married the Duke of Barre, buthad no iſſue by 
any hogs " ny 

Philip, ſecond daughter of King Henry the fourth, was marticd t 
King of Denmarkeand Norway, ind died without iſſue. hae 
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King Hsnziz the fift, 


Enrie the fift , ſurnamed of 
Munmouth in the Marches 
of Wales, where hee was 
| borne, in the ycere 1388. Hee began 
his reigne,the twentieth day of March 
in the yeere of our Lord 1412. And 
the ninth day of Aprill after, hee was 
crowned King at Weſtminſter , by 
T homes of Arundell , Arch-biſhop of 
Canterburie. Which done, he called 
before him all his young Lords and 
Companions , that were followers of 
his young ations; to euery of them 
he gaue rich gifts, and commanded, 
thar as many as would change their 
life and manners, ( as he intended to 
doe ) ſhould follow him till ; and to 
thoſe thatwould perſiſt in their former 
life and conuerſarion, he commanded 
vpon paine of death, neuer after ro 
come in his preſence. This Prince, 
| by the inſtigation and prouokement 
of ſome of theſe vnthriftie and lewd Companions, in his hers daycs, 
ſmote the then Lord Chiefe-Iuſtice of rhe Kings Bench, a blow on the 
face : for which, he was by his father impriſoned) and put from his place 
of being Preſident of the Kings Counſell ; which Offce (to his great 
eriefe and diſgrace) the King gaue to Thomas Duke of Clarence , his ſe- 
cond {onne. 

This King following his father, vſed cuery a when no ſtate was kept, 
after dinner, to haue acuſhion layd on the cup-boord , and there toleane 
4 whole houre or more, to recciue Petitions and heare complaints of 
whoſocuer would come. And in thoſe dayes, when the King dined in 
his Chamber, the Steward of the houſhold , fare alwaies in the Hall , vn- 
der the Cloth of Eſtate, the ſame being rolled vp aboue his head, and ſuch 
Knights with him, as waitcd that time vpon the King. He died. in the 
Caſtle of Boys de Yiſcenne , not farre from Paris , the thirteenth day of 
Auguſt, 1422. when he had reigned nine yeeres, fiuc moneths , and odde 
dayes, being ſixe and thirtie yeeres old, and was buricd at Weitminſter. 

He married Katherine , daughter of Charles the {xt , King of France, at 
Troyes in Champaigne, the third of Tune, 1420. and the fourteenth of 
Februarie after , ſhe was crowned at Weſtminſter, and was his wife, two 
yeers & three moneths. She was after married toa Noble Gentleman, na- 
med Owen Theodor of Wales, by whom ſhe had iflue three ſons, ay %- 
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Jaſper and Owen; Edmond was made Earle of Richmond; and married 
Marzarer,daughter and ſoleheireof 10h Duke of Somerſct,and had iſſue, 
King Henrie the ſeuenth: 1aſþer the ſecond ſonne, was Earlc of Penbroke, 
and after Duke of Bedford.

Enrie the ſixt, born at Wind- 
H ſore , beeing an infant not 
ninemoneths old, began his 
rcigne the laſt of Auguſt , in the yeere 
Fla G9 2 of our Lord,1422.

4 \EM A Humfrey Duke of Gloceſter, and the 
GN TP” Dd uard of his perſon to Thomas Duke 
Inf > dD b Pareier od to lohan Duke of Bed- 
Y x ; ford, the Regiment of France. Theſe 
his three Vnkles, with great wiſedome 
and valour diſcharged the truſt com- 
mitted vnto them. This Henrie, on 
the ſixt of Nouember, 1429. in the 
cight ycere of his reigne was crow- 
ned at Weſtminſter with ſolemniza- 
tion. He tooke his 10urney toFrance, 
and comming to Pans, was receiued 
with great ſolcmnitic : andon the ſc- 
uentcenth of Nouember ; 1431. was 
crowned King of France,in our Ladic 
Churchin Paris. 

Heeſpouſed Margaret,daughter of Reyner, Duke of Aniou, (and titulary 
King of Cicilie , Naples and Ierufalem) by Proxie at the Citic of Towers 
in Touraine, in Saint Martins Church, by William de 1a Pole his Procura- 
tor , in the preſence of the French King and Queene ; which King , was 
vnkle to the Brides father, and the French Queene, Aunt to her mother. 
She being conueyed tothe Abbey of Tichficld, was there ſolemnely mar- 
ried to King Heprie the ſixt, the two and twenticth of Aprill, 1445. and 
was crowned at Weſtminſter, the thirtieth day of May after , they had 
iſſue EdwardPrince of Wales. This good King in the three and thirtieth 
yeere of his reigne, loſt the battaileat S. Albons; and was taken priſoner 
atthe battaile of Northampton , by the Earle of Warwicke , the thirtic 
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eight yeere of his reigne ; and the yeere after, was delivered againe by 
Queene Margaret his-wife , after ahe: ſecond bartailg'of S. Albons ; but in 
the ſame, after the batraile at Mortimers Crofle,the King and Queene fled 
to Yorke; andthe Earle of March, comming to Londonwith his power, 
was proclaimed King of Pngling And in the fourth yeere of his reigne, 
hee rooke King Henrie, neere the Abbey of Selby in Lancaſhire, and 
brought him priſoner to the Towerof London. And in the ninth yeere | 
of his reigne, King Henrie theſixe, was againedeliuered, by the Duke of 
Clarence and the Earle of Warwicke. 

King Edward flyinginto Flanders, was proclaimed .a Vſurper ; but the 
next yeere after, King Edwardreturning againe into England,& comming 
to London, tooke King Henrie inthe Bilhops Pallace,and after gaue bat- 
taile to the Earle of WVarwicke, at Barnet, where the ſaid Earle, with his 
brother 1943 Neill, Marquelle Mountague were ſlaine. And inthe ſame 
yeere, 1471. hee alſo gaue 4 great onerthrow to Queene Margaret , at 
Tewkſburic in which battaile, the ſaid Queene, with Prince Edward her 
onely ſonne, were taken priſoners ; Prince Edward being firſt ſtricken b 
King Edward, Richard Duke of Gloceſter , ſtabbed him to the heart wit 
his dagger. The Queene his mother was conueyed to London, where 
ſheremained in priſon, vntill Reymer her father purchaſed her deliverance 
with great ſummes of money; who after returning to her owne Country, 
there dicd, 

Afeer this battaile at Tewkeſburie , King Edward the fourth came to 
London, on the one and twentieth of May, 1471. with thirtic thouſand 
men : and the ſame night, King Henrie was murdered in the Tower of 
London,and the morrow after, brought into S. Pauls Churchin London, 
in an open Cofhn bare-faced, where he bled : From thence he was con- 
ueyed to the Blacke-Friars, and there alſo bled. Laſtly, his bodie was 
conueyed to Windfore, and there buried. 

Not long before this godly King Henrzes death , he was asked why he 
had ſo long held the Crowne of England vniuſtly , who anſwered, My 
farher was King of England, quietly enioying the Crowne all his reigns, 
and his father my grandfire was aſs King of England, and I euena child 
in cradle was proclaimes and crowned King , without any interruption, 
and ſo heldir tor fortic yeeres well-ncere, all the States doing homage vn- 
to me, and to my aunceſtors. Therefore I ſay with King Dauid , My lot 
1s fallen in a faire ground, I hane a goodly heritage , my hclpe is from the Lord 
which ſaueth the vpricht in heart.

Haue we 
not ſcene alſo ( ſayth he) the Earle of Warwicke, principall Gouernour 
of all the ſaid King Edwards Offices ( after he had put to death all his ene- 
mics , eſpecially the Duke of Somerſet ) in the af became deadly enemic 
to the King his Maſter, gaue his daughter in marriage, to Edward Prince 
of Wales, ſonne of King Henrie, attempted againe to ſet vp the Houſe of 
Lancaſter, paſt with the ſaid Prince into England, diſcomfired in the field 
and (laine , both he and his brother, with many other Noblemen their 
kindred, and others, who in time paſt had done thelike to their enemies ? 
After all this , the children of theſe , when the world turned , reuenged 
themſclues, and cauſed (inlike manner) the other to die. Forafter King 
Edward was quiet in his place and Realme , and receiued yeerely out of _ 
France, hftic thouſand Crownes, payd him in the Tower of London, 
and was growne ſorich , that richer he could not be; he dicd ſodainly, 
asit were of melancholie, becauſe of the French Kings marriage with he 
Ladic Margaret, the Duke of Auſtriches daughter.

Item, Becauſe that the Commons doe make a grienous complaint, That the 
Court of the Conſtable and the Marſhall hath encroched to him, and dayly doth 
encroch, Contrats, Coucnants, Treſpaſles, Debts, 4nd Detinues, and many 
other Actions pleadable at the Common Law, in great preiudice of our Soue- 
raigne Lord the King, and of his Courts, and to the great grienance and op- 

preſton of his ous Our Soueraiene Lord the King therefore willing to 0r- 
daine a remedie againit the preindices and grienances aforeſaid, hath declared 
in this Parliament, by aduice and aſſent of the Lords Spirituall and Temporall, 
the power and iuriſdittion of the ſaid Conſtable, in the forme that followeth- 
To the Conſlable it appertaineth to haue Cognizance of Contracts, touchin 
Deeds of Armes,and of Warre out of the Realme, and alſo of things that touch 
Warre within the Realme, which may not be determined nor diſcuſſed by the 
Common Law, nor other Y ſages and Cuſtomes to the ſame matters pertaining, 
which other Conſtables heretsfore hane duly and reaſonably vſed in their time: 
toning to the ſame, that euery plaintife ſhall declare panic hu matter in his 
Petition, afore that any man be ſent for to anſwere thereunts. ' And if any will 
complaine, that any Plea be commenced before the Conſlable and Marſhall,that 
might be tryed by the Law of the Land, the ſame Complainant ſhall haue « 
Priute Sealc of the King without difficultic,directed to the ſaid Conſtable and 
Mar ſhall, to ſurceaſe in that Plea, 1ill it be diſcaſſed by the Kings Conncell, 
if that matter ought and of right pertaineth to that Court, or otherwiſe to be 
iryed by the Common Law of the Realme of England, and alſo that they ſur- 
ceaſe in the meane time.

G Eorge Nevill (Son of 10bn Newil oak us Moun- * 
tague ) was created Duke of Bedford, and his Fa- 
ther Marqueſle Mountague in the tenth yeere of King 
Edward the fourth: and in the ſeucnteenth ycere of the 
KJ (aid Kings Reigne, borh the ſaid George and Joby his Fa. 
ther, were by Att of P arliament depoſed from all their 
honourable Titles, the words whereof followeth : 

T he King by aduice and aſſent of his Lords Spiritualland 
& 7 emporall, and by the Commons of this preſent Parliament 
/ aſſembled, and by the authoritie of the ſame ordalned, efta- 
bliſheth and enatteth, T hat from henceforth, the erettion 
and making of Duke, aud all the Names of Dignity, giuen 
to the ſaid George, or to the ſaid Tohn Neuill bu Father, bee from henceforth 
wvoide, and of no effett. And that theſaid George and his heires from hence. 
forth, be no Dukes, nor Marqueſſe, Earle, nor Baron, nor be reputed nor taken 
for no erettion or Creation afore made :but of that name of Duke & Marqueſſe, 
Earle and Baron, in him and his heires ceaſe, and be voide and of none effect, 
the ſaid Erettion or Creation notwithſtanding.

Anceſtor, ſhould pay and giue vnto Reg-r Bigots Anceſtor ten Knights 
Fees for the ſame; of which, there were bur ſcuen and a halfe payd.

rituall - And further ſaid, That it was an vnſeemely thine, for Matters 
ro be inferiors to their Seruants. Beſides, the Lords Temporal! further 
affirmed, That they were deſcended of Honourable ana Noble Families, and 
ſo were not the Spirituall Barons, Which matter being well vnderſtood, 
and indiffcrently weighed, the Lords Temporall preuailed,and had place 
and precedencie giuen them.

toned. I find this Earledome of Penbroke in ancienr 
time, to bee a Counrie Palatine, and had all Turifdi- 
ion Regall. And that the Earle had vnder tim there, Juſtices of his 
owne, a Sheriffe, Steward:;, Chancelfour , Chamberlaine, Coroner, E(- 
cheter, and divers other Officers , neceffaric for a Regall Turiſdition , all 
made and appointed by himſelfe. He had Seffruns, and Countic Courts 
monethly, in which Countic Courrs were triedall Realt Pleas whatſo- 
cuer, by originall Writ, wnder the Seale and Name of the faid Earle; all 
Fynes were leuicd,and recoucrics paſſed,and all Writs made inthe Earles 
name, ( and not inthe Kings.) He had power to pardon all offences, and 
had his Chancerie , Court of Common Pleas , and Exchequer , holden 
within his Caſtle of Penbroke 4 whereuntoaly the Inhabitants of that 
Countric reſorted; for inſtice and triall of all their cauſes. Hee ere&ted 
Townes , and incorporated them with many large and ample liberries.

\ NN J Ilham , Lord Monte-acute, ( ſonne of Simon 
Monte acute, Baron of Shipton Monre-acutc) 
was creatcd Earle of Saliſbury , inthe clcuenth yeare of 
King Edward the third, and had given him the Caſtle 
and Barony of Denbigh; and in . ſeuenteenth yeare 
of the ſaid Kings reigne, hee was crowned King of the 
Ifle of Man,and had giuen to him'and his heires, a 
thouſand Markes land by the yeare , ( for raking of Ro- 
ger Lord Mortimer priſoner, at Nottingham Caſtle, 
who had beene roo Smikiar with the Kings mother.) 
This William , when King Edward the third went to 
claime his right to the Crowne of France, againſt Ph1- 
lip deYalos , 1138. was taken priſoner , and carried to 
Paris,& after ranſomed by the exchange of the Earle of Morret, who was 
then priſonerin England. At this expedition , Kitg Edward prayed the 
ayde of the Flemings, who cxcuſed themſclucs , by an oath and bond of 
a Million of gold , which they had taken and made , in the Popes Cham- 
ber, that they ſhould alwaics helpe and ayde the King of France , and 
fight vnder his Standard and Armesz whereupon, by rhe aduice of 1a- 
ques & Artizille of Gaunt, King Edward did quarter the Armes of France 
beforc his owne of England, and proclaymed himſclfe King of France,” 
by reaſon whereof, the Flemings held themſclues diſcharged borh of oath 
and bond, and ſodid ayde and helpe King Edward. 

This #i{;am married Katherine , daughter and one of theco-heires of 
William Lord Grantſon of Sauoy in the Lake, (a Burgonian, borne of No- 
ble blood, and brought into England by Edmond Earle of Lancaſter, and

daughter and heyre of Sir Thomas Mounthermer, Knight, (fonne of Ralph

Too the death ofhis Father , was the ſecond Earle of Salif- 
EZ” byry, Lord of Denbigh,and of the Iile of Man, ofthar 
| name ; which Honour of Denbigh , was recoucred 
from him, by Edmond Mortimer, Earle of March. He 
was one of the Founders of the Noble Order of the 
Garter, and Gouernour of Callis , vnder King Richard 
the ſecond, 1380. He fold the Iſle of Man, to William 
Lord Scroope, Treaſurer of England, and Earle of 
Wiltſhire ; who being after beheaded , King Henry 


the fourth, gauethe Iſle of Man , to Henry Percy, Earle 


of Northumberland , to hold of him and his Succeſ- 
ſors, Kings of England, by the ſcruice of bearing the Sword at the Co- 
ronation. This Wi{hamalſo by his Charter , dated the firſt of King Ri- 
chard the ſecond, did giue vnto his welbeloued brother , Sir 70hn Moun- 
rague, Lord of Stokingham , his Mannour of Burnham and Brene, in the 
Counric of Somerſct, paying a yearcly Rent to Margaret Graunſon , late 
the wife of Thomas Graunſon Knight , foureſcore pounds. He married 
Elizabeth , daughtcr and one of the co-heires of 7ohn Lord Mohun , of 
Dunſter Caſtle in Somerſetſhire, and had iſſue, William his onely ſonne 
and heire, ſlaine at Tilt at VWindſore , by William his father , the ſixt of 
Richard the ſccond.

of Hull, and which did leauc his Paternall Coat of Armes,to beare Azure 
two barres wauic Argent (asa token of his imployment at Sea.) And 
for further proofe hereof, this Michael was a Knight of the Garter;which 
hee conld nor haue beene at that time, bythe Statutes: of that Order, 
had hee not beene a Gentleman of three Diſcents (as hee was;) for: his 
father and grand-father were both Knights. And rthart it was inot this 
Michael de la Poley but William his father, which King Edward the-third 
made a Banneret, theſe Letters Parents following wilkeeſtifie,* >: 

Edward, by the grace of God King of England, Lord of Ireland, and 
Duke of Aquitaine, &#c. Know-y0u, that when'our faithful and welbeloued 
Subiect, William de la Pole, preſently after our comming into the parts on 
this ſide the Sea, hearing and vnderitanding that our Afﬀaires, for which wee 
tooke our Tourney, were for want of Monty very dangerouſly deferred : 4nd 
7 being ſenſible of our Wants, came in perſon vnto vs, and to vs and our fol- 
lowers, hath made and procured to be made ſuch a ſupply of Money, that by 
his meanes our honour and the honour of our followers (thankes be to God) 
hath beene preſerued, which otherwiſe had beene expoſed to great danger,&c. 
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And afierwards, the ſaid William continuing our ſupply with exceeding 
Bountie, hath undertaken the payment of great Summes for V5, 10 dinerſe_ 
perſons , for which hee hath engaged himſelfe by Obligations : That if hi 
ayde had not extended to our Confederates , and for our expences, and the 
ſerariti of our Subiedts, with vs in Brabant; wee could not by any meanes 
hane beene [oped : But otherwiſe our lourney (not without our reproach ) 
had beene hindered. By whoſe meanes being thus furthered , wee were to 
come to Hanowe, neere the Marches of France; from whence , wee could 
goe no further, without 4 great ſumme of Money , whereof wee were alto- 
gether unprouided : And when it was held for certaine, that our lourney 
na altogether layed ; the ſaid William hauing ftill a care to reliene our 
extreme neceſatie, engaged himſelfe and his whole Eſtate, and procured a
